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"And  so,  my  fellow  Americans: 
Ask  not  what  your  country  can 
do  for  you-ask  what  you  can  do 
for  your  country. 

Ay  fellow  citizens  of  the 
vjorld:  Ask  not  what  America 

will  do  for  you,  but  what 
together  we  can  do  for  the 
freedom  of  man. 

Finally,  iirhether  you  are 
citizens  of  America  or  citizens 
of  the  world,  ask  of  us  here 
the  same  high  standards  of 
strength  and  sacrifice  which 
we  ask  of  you.  With  a good 
conscience  our  only  sure 
revrard,  with  history  the  final 
judge  of  our  deeds,  let  us  go 
forth  to  lead  the  land  we  love, 
as!:ing  His  blessing  and  His 
help,  but  knowing  that  here  on 
earth  God's  vrork  must  truly  be 
our  own. "
